The confusion in Europe is probably equalled by American 


confusion about Europe. 


Americans, for several years now have been pulled and 


hauled this way and that, by foreign propagandists of one kind 
and another and by American advocates of intervention ad 
isolation until the public as a whole does not know what it 
thinks about Europe or what it wants to do about Europe. Per- 
haps the majority of individuals themselves do noLknow— 
separate minds are almost as confused as the public mind. 


Emotion and prejudice always warp facts. Partisans, how- 


ever honest in intent, do not make a truthful report of condi- 
tions. , Different observers of the European situation hardly 
ever agree. Judgment is further hindered by the fact that the 
situation over there is continually changing. 


Yd it is important for America to have a European policy, 


whatever that policy may be. This_country has to deal'with 
Europe, in countless ways, becaus?our life, individual and na- 
tional, is inevitably connected with Europe's. 
, • 


It might help a great deal in clearing up the situation, pre- 


paratory to working out a policy on which the country could 
agree, if everybody would make an honest effort to take the 
matter out of-politics. The issues are mostly social and eco- 
nomic rather than political. If partisanship coul dbe forgotten 
and the subject approached with open mind on the basis of 
common humanity and business sense, there would be more 
rapid progress toward a solution and the added peace and pros- 
perity that solution would bring.

Taxes for Taxless Wealth. 


The United States Treasury Department, in collaboration 


with Secretary .of Commerce Hoover, is said to have a new 
plan for getting at securities which are exempt from the in- 
come tax. 


The idea is to impose heavietjaxes on inheritances which 


are in the form of tax-exempt securities. This, it is believed, 
would not only increase.the government's revenue but would 
drive big fortunes once more into constructive enterprise. 
The plan is inspired by the fact that large inheritances nowa- 
days are usually found to consist mainly of untaxedjxmds. 


It may be a good suggestion. At any rate, it is worth dis- 


cussing, in view of the general dissatisfaction with a system 
which makes so many large fortunes virtually immune from 
bearing their share of. public expense. Yet it serves once more 
to call attention to the inquiry, made often by reputable law- 
yers, as to why the government does not make a serious effort 
to apply the present income tax to all state and municipal 
bonds, inasmuch as the income tax-amendment to the Consti- 
tution provides that the federal government may tax incomes 
"from whatever source derived." It is not on record that the 
Supreme Court has ever interpreted that clause to mean any- 
thing else than what it says. 


Russia on Up-Grade

Bad as Russia's political p/edicament is, its economic situ- 


ation seems to be improving rapidly. John F. Sinclair, an Am- 
erican economist writing from personal observation and in- 
quiry, reports remarkable progress. 


'Food crops are large. Cotton is up to about two-thirds of 


pre-war production. Coal has reached one-third of pre-war 
production, and transportation is at about the same level.Many 


1 of the important industries are making a profit. 


More remarkable is the progress of the government toward 


paying its own way. In 1920 says Mr. Sinclair, Russia raised 
less than 30 per cent of her expenses, borrowing or issuing 
flat money for the rest. In 1921 the government raised 45 
per cent. In 1922 the government figure rose to 22 per cent. 
Beginning with 1925 the commissioner of finance expects to 
make receipts balance expenditures. 


The present showing Ts better than several other European 


countries are making. France does not appear'to be doing so 
well. Is it possible that the Russian government, with all its 
vagaries and sins, is going to set an example of budget bal- 
ancing to the rest of Europe. 


More Use for Airplanes. 


^ Airplanes are being used now for measuring crop acreages, 
m connection .with the work of the Department of Agriculture. 
Experiments in Louisiana prove the practicability of the meth- 
od. The army air service, which did the work, made photo- 
graphs of fields of cotton, coqi and hay: taken from'a height of 
2,:>00 to 7,000 feet. Even at the latter height, it was found 
possible to distinguish the various crops. The camera auto- 
matically recorded the crop areas of the underlying country, 
and by the use of a "planimeter" on the finished pictures the 
exact area of the different fields could be determined. Time 
was saved and accuracy was increased. 


It is the process developed during the war to prepare accur- 


ate maps of hostile territory. Once more, a military discovery 
is turned to peaceful use. 


_ Eventually crops of many kinds may be planted or sowed by 
airplane, as well as measured after they have grown up. Some 
Europea ncountries are using planes now to scatter tree seeds

EDITOR LOSES HIS 


APPEAL 


DISCLOSURE CASE 


Washington, Oct. 15.—A newspaper 


editor, held in contempt of court for 
refusing to divulge the method by 
which he obtained and published pro- 
ceedings before a Federal grand jury, 
can be held in jail unti* Tie -has ab- 
solved himself -by appearing- before 
the grand jury whose proceedings he 
disclosed, the Supreme Court held to- 
day in substance in dismissing ,for 
want at jurisdiction a case brought 
by Hector H. El-well, a Chicago editor. 


A grand jury convened in Chicago 


In 1919, and -while it was in session, 
newspaper articles appeared, divulg- 
ing- incidents In its deliberations. The 
life of the grand jury was continued 
indefinitely by o«ler of the Court and 
in February, 1923, It asked that El- 
well be required by the Court to ap- 
pear before it aird answer questions. 
The Court Issued such an order, but 
Elwell, when he appeared, refused to 
answer any questions on the ground 
of self-incrimrnatlon. He was held in 
contempt of court, fined and ordered. 
Imprisoned until 
he 
answered the 


questions. The fine was. paid,, and 
when arrested Elwell Sled a petition 
for a> writ o£ habeas corpus; asserting 
Ms- willingness to-answer the Question 
before st different grand jury then fa 
session, but contending tltat the Court 
had been •Ithout power to continue 
the life of the old. grand jury of 131J. 
The writ was denied and' he appealed 
to the Supreme Court.

Complaints from various people vi-
